It is a criticism sometimes made on 


work of this office that lands have been 
laid out in advance -of the construction 
of roads, whereby smaller value at- 
tached to the land itself and the settler 
was hampered in the. operations for 
lack of suitable roads, both of which 
statements are undeniably -correct 


On the other hand, If such opening, 


of lands were held back until suitable 
roads were completed, .would cause an 
Indefinite delay in land transactions, 
and the results so far achieved would 
not now be In evidence. 


"This appropriation can only be ex- 


pended as designated by the item, that 
is to say for "Preliminary Roads and 
Trails." "We are. about to construct 
some very necessary work during the 
coming- -year under this appropriation, 
and can only be temporary as the con- 
struction of suitable roads rests with 
the Superintendent of Public Works. 
However, we expect to relieve, as far 
as practicable, the situation for the 
time being until such time as the De- 
partment of Public Works can take the 
matter of road Construction through 
homesteads In band.

Dole Would Save

The report of Attorney General Dole 


of the work in his department up to 
January 1st, -when Ms-connection with 
the office was ended; has been submit- 
ted to Governor Dole. 


Mr. Dole makes several Important 


recommendations, one of which !a that 
all officers of the government be- bond- 
ed, the eeeond to do awa7 with a grand 
jury in .the consideration of petty of- 
fenses. 
He refers also to the Osaki 


Mankichi case and to the great increase 
in the amount of crime In the Territory 
within the past eighteen months. 
At- 


tention Is paid also to the various em- 
bezzlements. 
• 


Referring to the need of new legis- 


lation Mr. Dole says: 


"In this connection I again wish to 


recommend legislation which seems to 
me a matter of great public import- 
ance. 
The Fifth Amendment to the 


Constitution of the United States de- 
clares that: 'No person shall be held 
to ianswer for a capital or otherwise 
infamous crime unless upon present- 
ment or indictment of a grand Jury, ex- 
cept in cases arising in the land or na- 
val forces, or in the militia, when in 
actual service in time of war or public 
danger.' It has been settled by numer- 
ous judicial decisions that any offense 
which may or can be punished by lose 
of civil rights, or by imprisonment at 
hard labor for a term exceeding one 
year, is an infamous offense. 
Various 


offenses classed as misdemeanors under 
the Republic 'and Monarchy and ordi- 
narily punished by a small fine or a' 
short term of imprisonment, can, un- 
der our laws, be punished by Imprison- 
ment at hard labor not exceeding two 
years with loss of civil rights.

puts them beyond the jurisdiction of 
district magistrates. A boy who steals 
a pocketful of fruit or a handful of 
cigars, must either go unpunished and 
permitted fo do so again and again 
with impunity until he la educated into 
the habits of a thief,.or else he must

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WftO WILL BE SPEAKER. 
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SAN FRANCISCO, 'February 10.— 


Judge Gilbert of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeal* handed down a 
decision yesterday affirming the decree 
of the district court iof Hawaii in dis- 
missing the suit of W. C. Peacock and 
sixty other merchants . of -.Hawaii 
against J. W. Pratt, assessor and col- 
lector of taxes for the division of Ho- 
nolulu, as a test case on the validity of 
the Hawaiian Income tax. This bntngs 
to an end the protracted struggle 
against the tax measure which was en- 
acted by the Territorial Legislature in 
the spring session^ 190L . 
- 


In 189« the Legislature of tbtf republic 


of -Hawaii enacted a statute Impdfting 
an income tax of 1 per cent annually 
with- the provision that incomes not 
exceeding $2,000 should be exempt, while 
those'not exceeding $4.000 should be 
taxed only ou the excess over $2,000, 
and Incomes exceeding 44,000 should be 
assessed without exemption. 


By the enactment of the Territorial 


Legislature In 1901 the old measure was 
radically changed. An Income, tax of 
2 per cent was levied upon all Incomes 
exceeding $1,000. Besides this a 2 per 
cent- tax was levied on'the net profit 
of all corporations doing business in the 
Territory, no matter where they were 
created and organized. 


Against this measure the aggregation 


of merchants carried their fight, claim- 
ng that It \iolated the Organic Act of 
:he Territory end the constitution of 
the United States. The plaintiffs de- 
clare that the measure contained Illegal 
discriminations, failed to exempt the 
salaries of Judges ard compelled tax 
payers to furnish evidence against 
themselves which might result In. crim- 
inal prosecution.

When the case was" carried to the 


Hawaiian district court a demurrer was 
interposed by the counselors for the 
government upon the ground that the 
complainants had an adequate remedy 
at law, since the disputed measure pro- 
vided for-a tax appeal court. The .dis- 
trict- court sustained the demurrer and 
dismissed the case. It was then ap- 
pealed to the court of appellate juris- 
diction now in session at San Francisco. 


In his decision Judge Gilbert makes 


the following ' summary of the legal 
aspects of the question upon which he 
bases his deductions:, 


"The appellants In their bill claim 


that the Income tax law of Hawaii 
violates both the Organic Act of the 
Territory and the constitution of the 
United States. 


"The only .restriction Of the powers 


W the Terrltorliil Legislature contaiji- 
ed in the:~Orgab'c Act Is .the provision 
that the legislative pawer.oft the Terri- 
tory shall efctand to all rightful srub- 
jec.ts of. legislp tion -. not inconsistent 
with the.'cdnstlti'ilcp and laws of the 
United States. There is no'express 
limitation of power In the matter of 
taxation." 


In the case of Clinton vs. Englobrecht 


it was said: "The theory upon which 
the various governments for portions of 
the territory of the United States have 
been organized has ever been that of 
leaving to the inhabitants all the pow- 
ers of self-government consistent with 
the supremacy and supervision of na- 
tional authority and with certafn fun- 
damental princibles established by Cpn- 
grese." The provision that the legis- 
lative power shall extend to all rightful 
subjects'of legislation Includes, there- 
fore, full and comprehensive power to 
legislate in the matter of taxation. 


It is urged that section 2 of the in- 


come tax law makes Illegal discrimina- 
tions In favor of private schools, col- 
leges, commercial 
colleges, fraternal 


benefit societies and flre, life and ma- 
rine Insurance companies. But these 
corporations are all of a nature usually 
recognized as proper subjects of exemp- 
tion from taxation, with the exception 
of insurance companies, and the act 
states the reason of their exemption. 
'" 
ILLEGAL DISCRIMtNATIOK. 


It la claimed that the exemption of 


Incomes to the extent Of $1000 is an Il- 
legal discrimination. 
The power of 


State Legislatures to grant reasonable 
exemptions from taxation is undisput- 
ed. .It has been upheld on grounds of 
enlightened public policy, a public pol- 
icy which seeks to exclude from tax- 
ation the living expenses of tbe average 
family and thas enable tbe poor man to 
escape becoming a public burden. 


It resu upon the theory that the ex- 


emption results In ultimate benefit to 
tbe taxpayer, which compensates him 
for the additional burden of taxation 
which be Is thereby called on to bear- 
It does not- apply to corporations for 
tbe reason {bat they have no corre- 
sponding expense.

Twelve years in Oahu Prison Is the 


sentence which Grant Snow, the third 
of the burglar gang rounded up by the 
police, received yesterday. Both Tom 
Taylor and Roger James, the former 
serving a ten year sentence and the 
latter twehe years, were witnesses 
against their old pal, and It didn't take 
the Jury long to turn In a verdict of 
guilty. 


Snow was charged with robbing the] 


house of "Russian Frank" of a bottle 
or whiskey, a bottle of wtoe and twenty- 
five dollars and both of his accomplices 
turned" State's evidence and said on the 
stand that the defendant was the man 
who did the job. Snow denied the 
charges In toto when placed on the 
stand. He denied also that he had made 
a confession to Deputy Sheriff Chilling- 
worth as was testified to by that offi- 
cer. He said that Chillingworth had 
agreed to put him on a sailing vessel 
and let him go, If he would confess, bu 
he had refused. The Jury was out bu 
a few minutes before agreeing upon th 
verdict of guilty. 


Snow then asked leave to make 


statement In his own behalf. He eai 
that he had come to Honolulu but 
few months ago from '.Australia wit 
the intention of settling here. He sal 
further that he was thirty-three year 
of age, and had traveled in many states 
but was never In trouble before 
H 


said also he bad married since corhln 
here, and a heavy sentence would be 
hardship upon his wife. He promise- 
that if the court would be lenient h 
would never get into trouble again, say 
Ing that he realized burglary to be t 
very bad crime. 


"It seems to me most remarkable, 


said Judge De Bolt In passing sentence 
"that In a small community such as 
Honolulu fe—only 40,000 Inhabitants- 
there should be at one term of rour 
eight or ten charges of burglary. Look 
over the criminal docket of many cities 
of from 200.00U to 300,000 population, anc 
you will not find such a list of the 
graver offenses as there are here. 


"It has come to the point, where the 


community must act in' self-defense- 
burglary is^an awful crime, a most de- 
testable crime Think of the individua 
in his home, disarmed 6y sleep, to be 
suddenly 
awakened 
and 
confronted 


^hile In a defenseless condition, with a 
burglar at his bedside ready to take 
his property, and prepared to take life 
if necessary for the accomplishment of 
his purpose." 


Judge De Bolt stated~that the object 


of punishment was not revenge but to 
reform the criminal, and to deter oth- 
ers from like offensee 
If light punish- 


ment did not have the desired 
effect 


then heavier sentences must be inflict- 
ed. "Something has got to be done to 
stop the commission of grave offenses,' 
said the court. "There Is no way to ac- 
complish the prevention of crime ex- 
cept to protect ourselves and the court 
would be remiss in its duty if if did not 
properly punish law-breakers who have 
bf>en found guilty in such a way as to 
be a warning to others. It is the sen- 
tence of the court that you be imprison- 
ed in Oahu Prison for the term of 
twelve years and that you pay the costs 
of this prosecution."

a term cf three years.

offered to go back to China if permitted 
to do so, but Judge De Bolt stated that 
he had no authority to allow this.
